HITLER APPROPRIATES

(By the Associated Press) 
The capital of Commu nism, 
Moscow, will ru n into as stiff 
competition as it ev er encou nt­ 
ered in seeking to set the pace 
Monday for international cele­ 
brations of May Day . 
Dictatorial reg imes in Au stria 
and 
Germany hav e forbidden 
demonstrations by Commu nist 
or other Leftist elements, which 
in past y ears made a big ev ent 
of the day in Berlin and Vienna. 
While Moscow has its annu al 
Red army parade, cities of Ger­ 
many will honor labor in strictly 
nationalistic sty le. The Hitler 
g ov ernment 
has 
appropriated 
the holiday for its own. 
In the United States and other 
cou ntries, Commu nists are pro­ 
ceeding with plans for the holi­ 
day with g ov ernments taking 
only ordinary 
precau tions 
to 
preserv e peace. 
Chile has g iv en its president 
u nu su al powers to su ppress Com­ 
mu nist and Leftist ag itators. Ar­ 
g entina has forbidden the ap­ 
pearance of Red flag s or Com­ 
mu nist emblems. 
The dictatorial reg ime in Cu ­ 
ba has forbidden any demon­ 
strations althou g h au thorizing a 
bu siness holiday .

The three proposals are de­ 
sig ned to help the railroads, 
g iv e President Roosev elt broad 
power ov er tariffs and prov ide 
for an ex pansiv e pu blic works 
prog ram to increase employ ment. 
They will probably g o to con­ 
g ress in the order named, with 
the railroad bill leading the way , 
perhaps Monday or Tu esday . 
Both hou ses were in adjou rn­ 
ment today for a week end holi­ 
day . Great strides were taken 
y esterday 
in 
adv ancing 
Mr. 
Roosev elt’s domestic reconstru c­ 
tion prog ram. The senate finally 
passed and sent to conference 
with the hou se the farm relief- 
inflation bill while the hou se ap­ 
prov ed and sent to the senate 
the $2,300,000,000 home mortg ag e 
refinancing measu re. The latter 
bill went throu g h by the ov er­ 
whelming v ote of 38 3 to 4. 
Passag e of the farm relief-in­ 
flation leg islation cleared 
the 
way for early senate approv al of 
many adm inistration measu res 
which hav e been piling u p. Be­ 
fore adjou rning last nig ht, the 
senate made the Norris Mu scle 
Shoals bill its u nfinished bu si­ 
ness,

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CHICAGO’S UNPAID TEACHERS 
“ To hell,” say s Gen. Charles G. Dawes, “with 
tro uble m akers.” 
This sentim ent, which occasionally roils the 
mind of hu m bler citizens, fou nd u tterance in 
ty pically Dawesian fashion when a few thou sand 
unpaid Chicago school teachers m arched into 
Chicag o ’s financial district and asked General 
Dawes to ex plain why they cou ldn’t collect any 
o f the $2 9 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
the city owes them in back 
salaries. 
The booing which descended on the head of 
the form er v ice president probably was more 
than a little u nfair. After all, General Dawes 
wasn’t may or of Chicago when Chicago phe- 
nag led itself ou t of tax rev enu es. The mess isn’t 
o f his making. 
But one of the penalties y ou hav e to pay for 
being a prom inent banker—which ordinarily is a 
v ery cushy job — is th at when things go v ery 
wro ng people are apt to start blaming them 
011 
y o u; and somehow General Dawes’ denu nciation 
o f tro uble m akers doesn’t seem like the best of 
all possible comebacks. 
For one of the perv erse things abou t hu m an 
natu re is this: when a lot of intelligent and de­ 
v oted people work hard on their jobs and find 
th a t the incompetence and chicanery of their 
rulers has depriv ed them of their incomes, they 
are v ery apt to become trou ble makers. T hat is, 
they are apt to become abu siv e and indignant, 
and impolite to prom inent bankers, and u nm ind­ 
fu l of the peace and qu iet th a t ou ght to reign 
in a big city ’s financial district; and consigning 
them to the nether regions with snappy abru pt­ 
ness doesn’t seem qu ite as good a gag as it m ight 
hav e a few y ears ago, ev en if it does help y ou to 
liv e u p to y ou r repu tation for being blu nt and 
ou tspoken. 
The real trou ble m akers in Chicago, of cou rse, 
aren’t the u npaid school teachers; they are the 
politicians and financiers who got Chicago into 
su ch a mess th a t the school teachers can’t be 
paid. 
A few of these gentlemen hav e already toppled 
off of their pedestals. Others, howev er, rem ain 
secu rely placed. 
Chicago needs v ery mu ch to 
hav e them all tossed ou t, and the indignation of 
her school teachers cou ld be a v ery u sefu l aid in 
th at direction if someone wou ld direct it proper­ 
ly . And the nex t time General Dawes gets tired 
of trou ble makers, someone ou ght to point th a t 
fact ou t to him. 


THE QUESTION OF INFLATION 
The most pressing qu estion a t W ashington 
these day s has to do with cu rrency inflation; 
and, so far has the tide carried u s in the last few 
m onths, the chief point at issu e now is not 
w hether we are to hav e inflation, bu t how the 
inflation is to be attained. 
One grou p is plu nking for ou t-and-ou t infla­ 
tion of the traditional ty pe, w ith a dev alu ed dol­ 
lar, a flood of printing press money and so on. 
The other grou p—which seems to inclu de the 
adm inistration—ev idently prefers to get v irtu ally 
the same resu lt in a different way . It is banking 
on v ast bond issu es for pu blic works and other 
projects, on the price-raising prov isions of the 
farm bill, on minimu m-wage and short-week 
regu lations. 
Of the two programs, the latter seems to be 
the safer. Straightou t inflation is generally pret­ 
ty hard to control. When y ou start it y ou ru n the 
risk of being u nable to stop it—and if th a t h ap­ 
pens y ou ev entu ally find y ou rself in more trou ble 
th an y ou were in in the first place. 
Bu t the interesting thing is the fact th a t prac­ 
tically ev ery body seems to be in one or the other 
of these two camps. Those v oices which, a few 
m onths ago, were lou d in opposition to inflation 
of any kind are stilled now. The nation as a 
whole is abou t ready to adm it th a t inflation of 
some kind is inev itable, and th a t the only prob­ 
lem now is to decide w hat kind to adopt. 
Economists hav e pointed ou t th a t the only al­ 
ternativ e to inflation is a continu ing deflation of 
indu strial wages and retail prices. 
Wholesale commodity prices nowaday s are 
down ju st abou t where they were at the begin­ 
ning of the centu ry . If we do not adopt any in­ 
flationary schemes to bring them u p, all other 
prices m u st get down into line. 
This wou ld mean dollar-a-day wages for the 
mass of wage earners. It wou ld m ean retail prices 
su ch as ou r fathers and grandfathers knew. It 
wou ld mean su ch sharp redu ctions in city , state 
and federal bu dgets th at u nemploy ment and 
hu nger relief projects cou ld get no more pu blic 
fu nds. It wou ld, in short, m ean a terrific intensi­ 
fication of the nation’s present difficu lties. 
Not ev en the most hard-boiled deflationist 
wants that. We hav e tu rned ou r faces in the 
other direction. Inflation seems to be coming; 
the oniy qu estion now is w hat kind we are going 
to hav e.

The I. and C. ex tension to 
Connersv ille 
proceeded 
slowly 
owing to legal and natu ral ob­ 
stru ctions. Wilks and Stewart, lo­ 
cal contractors, had the cem ent 
contract on the Connersv ille ex ­ 
tension. 
Their 
largest 
single 
work was the Williams creek 
arch. The work on this stru ctu re 
began Sept. 1, 1905 and inclu ded 
the bu ilding of a hu ge grade 
requ iring m onths of labor and 
car loads of m aterial. In all work 
on th at line the contractors u sed 
10,C00 barrels of cem ent and fou r 
hu ndred car loads of stone, in 
the erection of thirteen bridges 
and cu lv erts. 
Two of the bridges were large 
stru ctu res. The Williams creek: 
“bridge" was not a bridge bu t a 
v ast arch, said by ex perts to be 
the finest thing of its kind in 
the state. Two hu ndred car loads 
of stone and thirty -fiv e carloads 
of cement. The arch proper is 97 
feet wide and bu ilt for dou ble 
track, being thirteen feet wide 
on top and forty feet high—a 
solid—piece of masonry . Ov er 
this arch was placed th irty feet 
of earth. 
Old men now liv ing v /ill recall 
the C. H. & I. railroad bridge 
ov er Williams creek bu ilt in 18 67 
at Longwood, abou t one and a 
half miles north of the traction. 
It was said to be 75 feet in 
height—then a stone and wood­ 
en stru ctu re—now a steel one, u p 
to date. 
The I. & c. arch cost a total 
of $45,000 and gav e employ ment 
to 100 men with necessary equ ip­ 
m ent who liv ed in tents, "shacks" 
and camps for nearly six m onths 
while constru cting the work. 
Late in December 1905 "The 
Red Line Benefit Ass’n,” was or­ 
ganized in President Henry ’s of- 
fiv c in Indianapolis and prov ed a 
su ccess. It reliev ed mu ch w ant 
which otherwise wou ld hav e led 
to mu ch su ffering and was pop­ 
u lar among the men of the I. Sc 
C. 
At 
Fou ntainiow n 
a 
bridge 
spans 
Brandy wine 
creek 
and 
here December 30, 1905, the eight 
o’clock morning car from 
In­ 
dianapolis got tangled in the 
y ard arm of the trolley wires, 
tore down 600 feet of it and de­ 
lay ed trains for an hou r. 
New 
Y ear’s 
day , 
1906, 
the 
stockholders of the I. & C. com­ 
pany with their wiv es took an 
inspection trip from Indianapo­ 
lis down to Ru shv ille, v isited the 
shops, 
power 
hou se 
and 
car 
sheds and retu rned to the city 
where 
they 
celebrated 
N e w 
Y ear’s at the Colu mbia clu b. 
It was now (19 06) possible to 
make a 600 mile continu ou s trip 
by trolley ou t of Indianapolis 
and this y ear saw the gap closed 
which 
separated 
Philadelphia 
from St. Lou is. 
December 31, 1905, the I. Sc C. 
celebrated its first birthday , hav ­ 
ing ran its first car No. 301 to 
the city limits and back. Like the 
first steam engine the action of 


the single phase electric car in 
ex istence. 
The 
W estinghou se 
people had made no mistake, the 
electric cu rrent tu rned on and 
the car mov ed away noiselessly 
and smoothly as the m otorm an 
applied the "ju ice.” 
Aside from hou rly cars in 1906, 
the I. & C. ran limited cars 
which only stopped at regu lar 
stations and an the ev ening of 
Janu ary 2, 1906, the ev ening lim ­ 
ited in charge of Au stin Todd, 
condu ctor, attained a speed of 5 2 
m inu tes on a straight-aw ay and 


011 the cu rv e where the line ru ns 
u nder the C. H. & D. nav igated 
the cu rv e at 55. 
The 
special 
which carried the New Y ear’s 
inspection party to Ru shv ille and 
retu rn from Indianapolis made 
the ru n from Ru shv ille to the 
ju nction in 39 minu tes, fine sy s­ 
tem 
was v indicated—W esting­ 
hou se won, and the single phase 
sy stem took the lead. 
The Inland Constru ction Co., 
of Chicago su blet from Kinser 
and Co., contractors, early 
in 
Janu ary 1906, the contract for 
grading from Glen wood to Will­ 
iams creek and began work at 
once. A steam locomotiv e looked 
odd 011 Third street in Ru shv ille 
bu t it m u st be remembered th at 
this was the only m ethod of lo­ 
comotion th a t cou ld be u sed in 
original track and trolley con­ 
stru ction. 
Mu ch specu lation was rife ov er 
the bu ilding of a line from Co­ 
lu mbu s, Ind., by way of Greens- 
bu rg to Ru shv ille bu t it soon died 
ou t. 
The u nion of Indiana and Ohio 
traction lines was adv ocated and 
pu shed. It was intended to ru n 
the I. Sc C. line throu gh from 
Connersv ille by way of Liberty 
and College Corner to Hamilton, 
Ohio and thence to Cincinnati 
bu t it failed. 
In Janu ary 1906 the I. & C. be­ 
gan work on the West Tenth 
street hill at Connersv ille with 
their hu ge steam shov el and 
tem porary tracks were laid to 
carry away the dirt. It attracted 
large crowds of spectators. 
In Janu ary 1 9 0 6 A rthu r (Kid) 
J. Hou ghton, a polo play er o f In­ 
dianapolis, got into an argu m ent 
and fight w ith a condu ctor o f 
Shelby v ille line. He was cracked 
ov er the head with a switch 
hook and ejected from the car. 
Su it followed for $5 ,0 0 0 damages 
before Ju dge McMasters at In­ 
dianapolis and ev entu ally settled 
by a ju ry by a v erdict for $1 5 0 0 . 
The condu ctor had been freed 


011 an A&B. case in police cou rt. 
Trou ble at Shelby v ille with the 
P. C. & St. L. railroad ov er a 
grade crossing with the I. and C. 
was finally amicably settled and 
the crossing pu t down in Ja nu ­ 
ary 1 9 0 6. A dam age su it from 
Greenfield to 
Shelby v ille 
was 
settled by agreem ent Janu ary 18 , 
1906. Mrs. Herm an H. Meier was 
killed in front of her home at 
Greenfield by an I. and E. car. 
Her horse ran o ff as she was 


getting in her bu ggy some time 
before, and he ran in front of 
the car and she was killed. 
One of the early ru les of the 
trolley lines, forbade a passenger 
placing his feet on the seat. One 
m orning Dr. C. H. Parson 
of 
Ru shv ille, and Dr. W. C. Roland 
of Greensbu rg trav elling ov er the 
Greensbu rg line forgot the ru le 
and when rem inded of it by 
Condu ctor Johnson, took their 
feet down bu t Dr. Roland soon 
forgot ru les for comfort and was 
again asked to remov e his feet 
from the cu shion. Words 
fol­ 
lowed, then blows, and Dr. Rol­ 
and 
took 
the 
cou nt. 
Roland 
talked su it for dam ages waiv ing 
repairs. 
The Greensbu rg line was com­ 
pleted and ready for bu siness 
Ju ne 1, 1906. 
In 1906 the I. & C. introdu ced 
an innov ation to enable 
resi­ 
dents here to attend theatres in 
Indianapolis. Tickets were sold 
by their agent here from pi ats 
at the I. Sc C. office and the pu r­ 
chaser was assu red the seat se­ 
lected and reserv ed. This was 
profitable for those concerned. 
The com pany also held the m id­ 
night car for theatre-goers so 
they 
cou ld 
retu rn 
the 
same 
night. 
Su mmer resorts early a ttra c t­ 
ed the attention of the traction 
companies both as recreational, 
am u sem ent and bu siness propo­ 
sitions and the I. & C. tu rned its 
attention to Blu e Riv er Park, 
which in prev iou s y ears, 
had 
been so pou lar as pleasu re resort 
and patronized by many . Flat 
Rock Cav e on the 
Shelby v ille 
line was another popu lar am u se­ 
m ent place and was owned by 
Charles E. Williams. 
It was at Blu e Riv er Park th a t 
Miss May M cFarlan, dau ghter of 
Ben L. M cFarlan, and wife, was 
drowned while wading Big Blu e 
Riv er. Du ring the life of the I. Sc 
C. traction m any special ex cu r­ 
sions were ru n and cars were 
chartered by lodges and citizens 
to make special trips, political, 
fraternal and social. Du ring the 
su mm er of 1906, two steam shov ­ 
els worked on the Connersv ille 
ex tension and it was predicted 
th a t the line wou ld reach Con­ 
nersv ille by early in Ju ly . 
In Janu ary 1 9 0 6, two English 
noblemen, nam ed Mertz, 
were 
brou ght to Ru shv ille from An­ 
derson to see the working of the 
single phase electric sy stem— 
then the only one in the world. 
Considerable ex citem ent pre­ 
v ailed du ring the picnic season 
of 1 9 0 6 as to w hether beer shou ld 
be sold a t Acton Park. This park 
had long been a noted M ethodist 
Camp and grou nds ev ery M eth­ 
odist chu rch in Marion cou nty 
had an interest there-in 
and 
wou ld be benefited financially by 
a sale of the park bu t the ob­ 
jection came from the u se to 
which it wou ld be pu t. 
The I. Sc C wanted it, as it ran 
the fu ll length of the park. The 
Acton Camp m eetings were a 
greater 
attraction 
th an 
the 
State Fair to many . Vast awards 
and m any noted personages were 
often assembled there before the 
traction was bu ild Janu ary 30 , 
1 9 0 6.

A polite and timely w arning to 
any one who, hav ing nothing else 
to do, shou ld read this colu mn 
today : These comments on h ap­ 
penings at the Repu blican Edi­ 
torial meeting in Indianapolis 
y esterday are w ritten in lighter 
v ein; they ’re intended to be fu n­ 
ny , not insu lting. 


We start at the last and cau ­ 
tiou sly go forward backwards. 
R etu rning last night in Ju dge 
Titsw orth’s car, with Rev . C. I. 
Stephenson as ballast in the rear 
seat, the Rev erend G entlem an 
made a most practical and help- 


traction agent 
at Shelby v ille, 
com m itted su icide by firing a 
bu llet into his head. While offi­ 
cials of the road were ex am ining 
his books, he stepped into a w at­ 
er closet and fired the shot int6 
his right temple with a .32 cali­ 
ber pistol. 
A 
shortage in his accou nts 
was giv en as the cau se. He left 
a position with the L. E. 
Sc W. R. 
R. at Indianapolis to take the 
traction agency at Shelby v ille 
and was the son of respectable 
parents liv ing there on East 
T enth street, and was a straight 
and a likable y ou ng man. Abou t 
this time a strong riv alry began 
for freight bu siness arou nd the 
m any lines centering Indianapo­ 
lis. Rates for freight and ex press 
were the same and the I. & C. 
soon got its share of freight— 
cars of 60,000 pou nds capacity 
were installed on m any lines and 
prov ed a pay ing inv estm ent. 
In Febru ary 1906, the I. Sc C. 
was inspected by a 
party 
of 
W estinghou se 
representativ es, 
who made a test of the new sy s­ 
tem. » Shortly after a party of 
electrical stu dents from Pu rdu e 
u niv ersity at Lafay ette came and 
inspected the power hou se, eager 
to learn any new angle concern­ 
ing their stu dies. It was an inter­ 
esting trip for the boy s and 
highly appreciated. 
On Monday Febru ary 12, 1906, 
a special train was ru n from 
Ru shv ille to Marion to accommo­ 
date those attending the Lincolrl 
Leagu e and m any took adv ant­ 
age of the $1.9 0 rou nd trip rate. 
The I. & C. hav ing obtained a 
prem it to bu ild a high tension 
line from their power hou se here 
to Shelby v ille, 
soon began and 
completed the line and the pow­ 
er hou se at Shelby v ille was aban­ 
doned. One great hindrance to 
bu ilding traction was secu ring 
the right of way w ithou t con­ 
dem nation, which was costly or 
pay ing ex cessiv e damages. F arm ­ 
ers asked more for a strip of land 
69 feet wide th an wou ld bu y a 40 
acre tract, forgetting th a t the 
traction line wou ld benefit their 
farm s and lessen their tax es. 
This was a contribu ting factor 
to the downfall of traction lines. 
Another m istake was paraletling 
railroads instead of connecting 
towns hav ing no railroads. The 
whole I. Sc C. sy stem paralelled 
old established roads to the det­ 
rim ent of each. Abou t Febru ary 
1905, William G ardner, a carpen­ 
ter of Los Angeles, inv ented a 
brake called the fender brake, 
designed to prev ent accidents by 
the su dden stopping of cars in 
emergencies. It was not intend­ 
ed to take the place of air or 
hand brakes, bu t as an em ergen­ 
cy appliance. In connection with 
the brake was a scoop appliance 
intended to pick u p and carry a 
body w ithou t ru nning ov er it. 
On Febru ary 25, 1906 , E. E. Em ­ 
ery , su perintendent of wire erec­ 
tion, began work in Shelby v ille. 
On the same day an I. Sc C. em ­ 
ploy e, nam ed Philip Au man, fell 
from a 20 foot ladder at the car 
shops and was killed. 
Drs. Sex ton, Dillon, VanOsdol, 
Green, Parsons, 
and Coleman, 
were called bu t he died in forty 
m inu tes. G. W. Skipton, m aster 
mechanic, attribu ted blame to 
no one in particu lar. He was 
knocked from the ladder by con­ 
tact with a wire carry ing 500 
v olts of electricity and his head 
was cru shed by contact with the 
cem ent floor ju st as Henry Fitz­ 
gerald 
was 
killed 
later 
at 
Gwy nnev ille. Au man 
was 
28 
y ears old and left a widow and 
two children—one fou r y ears old 
and the other eight m onths. He 
was a K. of P. and liv ed in the 
old Brown property ju st across 
the street from where the acci­ 
dent occu rred. It was the first 
fatal accident on the Ru shv ille 
branch of the I. & C.

Since gardening h as become 
fash ionable, a number of new 
tools, or new forms of old ones, 
h av e ap p eared on th e market. It 
is no longer necessary to culti­ 
v ate our p lants 
with 
a h oe 
weigh ing 
sev eral 
p ounds. 
A 
h eav y 
wide-bladed imp lement 
may be needed to h ill up p ota­ 
toes, corn, beans and th e like, or 
to dig h oles for p lanting th e 
larger seeds; but th e cultiv ation 
of th e crop s may now be p er­ 
formed with h oes th at weigh no 
more th an a golf-club. In addi­ 
tion to being ligh ter and more 
easily h andled, 
th eir 
narrow 
blades, scarcely wider th an th ose 
of a safety razor, enable one to 
get with little effort, th e small 
weeds th at deligh t to nestle close 
to th e v egetables.

Th e old-fash ioned rake is still 
in h igh fav or for p ulv erizing th e 
soil, but th ere is a new kind 
with saw-like teeth th at is guar­ 
anteed to beh ead all th e dande­ 
lions on th e lawn with one rak­ 
ing. A trowel, of course, is a ne­ 
cessity , esp ecially for transp lant­ 
ing, but it may also be an irri­ 
tation if not p rop erly made.

Anoth er with a wide 
blade and socket h andle is near­ 
ly as useful as a small sp ade.

In a statem ent, Attorney G en­ 
eral Lutz charged Rosen is vio­ 
lating federal statutes by im ­ 
porting beer into Indiana in vio­ 
lation of the state law which re­ 
quires th a t such operations be 
licensed.

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BONUS MOVE 
IS BEATEN BY 
BIG MAJORITY 


Bill’s Passage F o l ­ 
lows 3 Weeks of 
Stirring Debate 


W ashington„ April 28 (JP) — The 
adm inistration’s 
momentous 
farm 
relief-inflation 
program 
was passed by the senate tonight 
and sent to the house on a sur­ 
ging wave of Democratic and 
western Republican votes. 
The vote, 64 to 20, came after 
three weeks of the most comp­ 
rehensive and scorching debates 
in senate history and climaxed 
a final two hours of swift-m ov­ 
ing and roll calls th a t oldest 
members could not recall ever 
having been equalled. 


W ashington, April 23 
(JP) — 
The senate this afternoon rejec­ 
ted an am endm ent to the infla­ 
tion bill to give President Roose­ 
velt th e optional pov/er to pay 
the veterans’ bonus w ith new 
money . The vote was 60 to 28 . 
The 
proposal 
was 
defeated 
after Senator Joseph T. Robin­ 
son (Ark.), Democratic leader, 
had warned the senate th a t 
President Roosevelt was opposed 
to attaching it to the inflation 
m easure and would not use the 
power if it were provided. 
Senator A rthur R. Robinson 
(Rep., Ind.) had proposed the 
am endm ent calling for pay m ent 
of the $2,400,000,000 th a t the 
adjusted com pensation certifi­ 
cates are estim ated to total. The 
pay m ent was to have been made 
in new money and would have 
been left to the discretion of the 
President. 
Another am endm ent aw aiting 


disposal before a final vote on 
the 
inflation 
program 
would 
double the am ount of silver the 
United 
States 
m ight 
receive 
from foreign governm ents on 
their w ar debts. Senator Key 
P ittm an (Dem., Nev.), a silver 
advocate, wished the am ount in ­ 
creased to $200,000,000. 
Harold B. Foulkrod, vice-com­ 
m ander of the bonus expedi­ 
tionary force, was evicted from 
the senate gallery for applaud­ 
ing in the course of debate on 
the bonus am endm ent. He quick­ 
ly apologized to senate door­ 
keepers and agreed not to do it 
again, but could not get back 
into the crowded gallery im m ed­ 
iately . 
“I was excited and forgot m y ­ 
self,” Foulkrod said. “I didn’t 
m ean to violate the rules.”
